School board 
still not sure 
how to spend 
reserve hinds

Edmonton school boards say 
they’re still unsure how the 
province wants them to spend 
their saving funds after con¬ 
flicting statements on how 
the cash should be used. 

It’s been nearly a month 
since Alberta Education Min¬ 
ister Gordon Dirks sent out 
a memo to the province’s 
school board, informing 
them that their accumulated 
operating reserves — money 
saved in a rainy-day fund — 
couldn’t be used without his 
approval. 

Since then, the minis¬ 
ter clarified his statements 
through a press conference 
for media, where he said 
boards were encouraged to 
dip into the stockpiles to pay 
for front-line services to help 
cover costs for the coming 
school year. 


The comments were made 
after provincial school boards 
rallied together and plead¬ 
ed for provincial funding to 
cover the upcoming school 
year’s enrolment. 

Premier Jim Prentice re¬ 
affirmed Dirks’ instruction 
Friday during an interview 
with Metro, noting boards 
need to use the cash they’ve 
stockpiled. 

“We’re talking about re¬ 
serves that are between $30 
and $70 million that are avail¬ 
able,” he said about certain 
school boards. “ 

In total, the province has 
just over $460 million in 
reserves across 63 school 
boards. 

Despite the comments from 
both the current minister and 
current premier, Edmonton 
Catholic School Board spokes¬ 
person Lori Nagy said the dis¬ 
trict is still unsure how and 
if they can spend the cash. 

“Reserves allow us to ad¬ 
dress critical need,” said 
Nagy. “Although there has 
been some discussion, we 
have not had confirmation 
that we are able to use the 
reserves to lessen the impacts 
of this budget next year.”

Knack hoping 
for gender-

When it comes to public wash¬ 
rooms, one Edmonton council¬ 
lor wants the city to have more 
than just two choices. 

Coun. Andrew Knack brought 
the idea of gender-inclusive 
washrooms to council in Feb- 
ruaiy after Edmonton’s school 
boards announced they would 
be incorporating free standing 
toilet facilities — not limited 
to male or female — into their 
new school designs. 

The issue will be talked about 
Monday, where Knack said he 
hopes councillors can agree on 


a simple sign change to make 
gender-neutral washrooms more 
accessible throughout the city. 

So far in the city, Clareview, 
Commonwealth, Terwillegar 
and The Meadows recreation 
centres already have washrooms 
that could be considered gender- 
neutral. 

There are also 13 other fit¬ 
ness and leisure centres in the 
city that offer at least one self- 
contained, universal washroom. 

For Knack, incorporating 
gender-inclusive washrooms is 
a simple change, but shows the 
city’s commitment to being an 
inclusive place to live. 

“I think most of the existing 
city facilities can just be changed 
by changing the sign, but I also 
think it’s important that as we’re 
designing our new buildings, our 
new facilities, that’s being taken 
into account as well,” he said. 

“I still think it’s a good ges¬ 
ture that the city of Edmonton 
does stand behind what we want 
to be, which is more inclusive.”

LGBTQ community, Knack 
said the washrooms allow for 
individuals with disabilities, 
breastfeeding mothers, parents 


director of Latitude 53, 
said since 2013 the organ¬ 
ization has had gender-in¬ 
clusive washrooms. Since 
then, Janes said he's never 
encountered an issue with 
free-for-all washrooms. 

"For us, it's about look¬ 
ing at models elsewhere 
in the world where this is 
common," he said. "We 
were very aware that it was 
something we were do¬ 
ing. It was something we 
thought was important." 

Janes said the inclu¬ 
sive washrooms are also 
just practical, cutting back 
on creating two separate 
spaces and saving infra¬ 
structure.

Gordon Dirks campaigns on modular classroom decision

Jeremy 
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Alberta’s current education 
minister is under fire for cam¬ 
paigning on a promise made 
in October that the province’s 
ethics commissioner previ¬ 
ously described as “blatant 
political opportunism.” 

During last October’s Cal- 


gaiy-Elbow byelection, Gordon 
Dirks announced that he’d ap¬ 
proved a slate of modulars for 
space-strapped William Reid 
School, despite the Calgary 
Board of Education ranking 
six schools as in higher need 
for the makeshift classrooms. 

A Metro story about this 
spurred complaints from Al¬ 
berta Party Leader Greg Clark, 
who was challenging Dirks in 


the byelection, and provincial 
ethics commissioner Marguer¬ 
ite Trussler. 

In early June, Trussler con¬ 
cluded that Dirks’ actions 
didn’t violate the Conflict of 
Interests Act, but slammed the 
promise as one made “purely 
for political reasons.” 

Dirks is now in the midst 
of another tight election con¬ 
test, and has written a letter 


to constituents claiming, as 
their MLA, that he has “in¬ 
creased student spaces in Cal- 
gary-Elbow.” 

A Dirks campaign represent¬ 
ative confirmed the letter was 
referring to William Reid but 
declined to comment further. 

But Marcello Di Cintio, who 
has a son due to attend the 
school in the fall, said he was 
shocked. 


“It’s like ‘I broke the rules 
to benefit this school and you 
reward me for that with re- 
election,’" Di Cintio said. 

“What he did was wrong. It 
may be in the service of that 
school, but it was a blatant 
vote-grabbing thing.” 

At the time of Trussler’s 
ruling, Dirks said in a state¬ 
ment, “Premier (Jim) Prentice 
has made it clear he expects 


everyone in his government 
to conduct themselves accord¬ 
ing to the highest ethical stan¬ 
dards, and I fully support him 
in that goal.” 

Dirks added at the time, “I 
appreciate the ethics commis¬ 
sioner’s observations about 
perception and politics and 
I will be mindful of her com¬ 
ments and suggestions in the 
future.”

Little chance 
of 2012-style 
rebound for 
Tories: Expert

One pollster is calling an NDP 
government a certainty and 
argues the so-called orange 
wave won’t face the same last- 
second crash that the Wildrose 
saw after its polling surge sank 
in 2012. 

Mainstreet Technologies, 
which has conducted a string of 
polls throughout the campaign, 
said on Friday that an NDP gov¬ 
ernment is “inevitable.” 

The prediction requires 
backtracking for context: in 
the last week of the 2012 cam¬ 
paign, the Wildrose started 
to lose ground in polls it had 
been doing well in, and this 
snowballed right up until elec¬ 
tion day and to PC leader Ali¬ 
son Redford’s majority gov¬ 
ernment. 

But David Valentin, with 
Mainstreet, said the polling 
firm doesn’t foresee a similar 
trend this time out. 

“We’re not seeing anything 
that would suggest there is go¬ 
ing to be a tightening,” he said. 
“Based on what we’re seeing 
right now, the math just isn’t 
there for Jim Prentice to win.” 

Provincewide, Mainstreet’s 


poll, released Friday and con¬ 
ducted last Wednesday, showed 
the NDP at 38 per cent, with 
the Wildrose second at 23 per 
cent and the Tories third at 18 
per cent. 

Valentin said there could 
be some voters who like the 
notion of a strong opposition 
but will shrink away from vot¬ 
ing the NDP into government. 

“Obviously, it will take some 
time for it to sink in that the 
NDP might actually win and 
maybe they will take some ac¬ 
tion as a result,” he said. 


But Valentin said that even 
if that happens, the NDP will 
hold onto a victory. 

Marc Henry, with Think HQ 
polling, said this election is dra¬ 
matically different from 2012. 


“The last week in 2012 the 
Wildrose momentum dropped 
heavily into negative territory 
within the last 10 days of the 
campaign,” he said. “That’s not 
happening this time.” 


He said the big challenge for 
the NDP on election day will 
be making sure their vote ac¬ 
tually turns up, especially in 
ridings where their presence 
has been limited before. 

“You’re talking about places 
where they used to get five 
or eight per cent of the vote 
and they’re now competitive,” 
he said. 

“You need a party infrastruc¬ 
ture, and that is the get-out-the- 
vote element, and typically the 
Tories have the best get-out- 
the-vote machine.”

NDP Leader Rachel Notley 
said one of her candidates 

— who suggested in the 
past that oil royalties could 
be as high as 60 per cent 

— will have to get in line 
with party policy. 

Rod Loyola, the party's 
candidate in Edmonton- 
Ellerslie, argued for higher 
oil royalties during his very 
unsuccessful NDP leader¬ 
ship bid. 

Loyola is also a member 
of a rap group called the 
People's Poets, and while 
being interviewed about 
his music, he suggested 
Venezuela's approach to oil 
was admirable. 

"When a country like 
Venezuela gets over 80 
percent of its petroleum 
back — for us this is a 
foretelling of a socialist 
future to come. Bolivia, 
Venezuela, Ecuador, Cuba. 
They all want more for 
their people," he said in an 
interview with the People's 
Voice. 

Notley said that regard¬ 
less of Loyola's views in 
the past he will have to get 
behind the party's platform. 

"I won the leadership, 
and one of the things that 
comes with that is be¬ 
ing the leader in terms of 
developing our platform, 
which we have done and 
which we have talked 
about very clearly with Al¬ 
bertans," she said. "All of 
our candidates understand 
it will be their job to advo¬ 
cate."

MLAs must justify claims: Prentice 


Meet Aura Leddy. She’s 18. She 
identifies as bisexual. She’s the 
head of the gay-straight alliance 
club at J. Percy Page High School 
and is passionate about LGBTQ 
issues. 

Oh, and she’s also running for 
the legislature on Tuesday—as 
an independent. 

“I had originally applied to 
a party, but they (rejected) me 
based on their belief that I’m 
too inexperienced and would 
therefore embarrass the party 
image,” Leddy said on Sunday. 

As the election looms, several 
candidates in Edmonton ridings 
buck the city’s established per¬ 
ceptions of who a politician is 
and what they look like. There 
are Wildrose candidates with 
piercings and mental-health 
journeys, Liberal Party bike 
mechanics, 60-something Com¬ 
munist Party representatives. 
And then there’s Leddy.

She’s the youngest and per¬ 
haps most perception-challen¬ 
ging of all. Leddy is still a stu¬ 
dent and said campaigning has 
been hard while she prepares 
for exams. “My teachers allow 
me to tweet and do a little cam¬ 
paigning during school,” she 
said. “Otherwise I’m expected 
to be the good student I’ve al¬ 
ways been.” 

And her parents were a 
bit tentative at first: “My dad 
thought it was cool, but my mom 


was like, Aahhh media,’ but now 
they think it’s a good idea and 
they’ve been supportive.” 

So why run? 

Well, it’s as simple as Bill 10. 

“For this election it was the 
one thing that made me think, 
‘I absolutely have to run,”’ Leddy 
said. “I’m a big advocate for LG- 
BTQ issues. Being bisexual my¬ 
self, that means a lot. It shows 
government can do positive 
things for minority commun¬ 
ities. I’ve always been taught 
that if you see something that 
needs change, you get up and 
do it. You don’t complain. This 
is a big way to stand up and in¬ 
spire people to make Alberta a 
better place.” 

The highlight for Leddy — 
who hopes her family votes for 
her on Tuesday — has been the 
candidate debate she jousted in. 

“I think I surprised people,” 
she said, tim querengesser/metro 
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Progressive Conservative Lead¬ 
er Jim Prentice is vouching for 
“complete transparency” around 
MLA constituency expenses after 
a Metro stoiy revealed tens of 
thousands spent by some elected 
members with little documenta¬ 
tion to support the costs. 

Overall, the top 28 spenders 
when it came to hosting either 
are or were members of the 
Toiy party. Two of them — Ed- 
monton-Mill Woods MLA Sohail 
Quadri and Calgaiy-Hawlcwood 
MLA Jason Luan — outspent all 
the opposition MLAs combined. 

In a sit-down interview with 
Metro, Prentice said he’s “incred¬ 
ibly frugal” when it comes to 
billing taxpayers for such costs. 

A quick peek online reveals 


that, since he was elected to 
represent Calgaiy-Foothills in 
October, Prentice has spent just 
$11.47 on hosting, picking up 
some coffee K-Cups at Walmart. 

“Each MLA is going to have 
to speak to the expenses they’ve 
incurred, defend them and ex¬ 
plain why they’re justifiable,” 
Prentice said.

Earlier this year, it was re¬ 
vealed Quadri hosted a banquet 
in 2013 for $5,000 on “banquet 
services” and “audio visual” to 
“provide constituency outreach 


and updates, celebrating the first 
anniversaiy of being elected to 
the Legislature.” The bill was 
slammed by Wildrose Leader 
Brian Jean, who described it as 
being “absolutely partisan.” 

Edmonton-Castle Downs rep¬ 
resentative Thomas Lulcaszulc’s 
$2,652 in total expenses, includ¬ 
ing hosting, mileage and other 
items, was the second smallest 
among still-serving MLAs. Ed- 
monton-Glenora MLA Heather 
Kilmchulc’s spending is a lean 
$3,649. 

In an interview, Lulcaszulc said 
each MLA “has their own style” 
when it comes to interacting 
with constituents. 

Lulcaszulc said he does door- 
lcnoclcing between elections and 
his office often serves as a “Grand 
Central Station” as numerous 
constituents stop by. 

“My coffee costs are probably 
really high,” he said with a laugh.

In Metro's fifth and final edi¬ 
torial board with party lead¬ 
ers, Progressive Conserva¬ 
tive Leader Jim Prentice 
sat down with our repor¬ 
ters and editors to explain 
his vision for the province. 
Here's what he said, issue 
by issue: 

Budget and timing 

Jim Prentice insists this 
election, called a year ear¬ 
lier than planned, was ne¬ 
cessary to win support for 
his proposed budget. 

“I don’t think it’s the place 
of myself as the premier to 
make those choices for Al¬ 
bertans. I think they belong 
to Albertans,” he said in an 
editorial board with Metro. 

Polls suggest Prentice 
might not get the oppor¬ 
tunity to implement that 
budget. Indeed, some sug¬ 
gest he won’t be premier 
much longer. 

But he said he never ex¬ 
pected this campaign to be 
easy. 

“I counseled my caucus and 
colleagues at the very outset 
that this would be a competi¬ 
tive election, a challenging 
election in every corner of 
the province,” he said. 

Prentice also acknowledges 
his party has strained the 
public trust but said restor¬ 


ing that is part of why he 
came back to public service 
in Alberta. 

“I was concerned and dis¬ 
appointed and wanted to 
see a number of things in 
our government, but restor¬ 
ing public trust was one of 
them.” 

Education 

Prentice said he has a deep 
commitment to education 
and knows how important 
it is for the province. 

“I was raised in a coal-min¬ 
ing family. The only way out 
of being a coal miner was 
education.” 

Recently, in an unpreced¬ 
ented move, 19 of the prov¬ 
ince’s school boards spoke 
out against Prentice’s budget 
during the campaign and said 
it would leave them dramatic¬ 
ally short on funds. He insists 
they can use their accumu¬ 
lated surplus to handle the 
downturn, just as the prov¬ 
ince is doing. 

“We’ve said work with us. 
We want you to use those 
surpluses,” he said. 

Those reserves vary wide¬ 
ly across the province, and 
Prentice said his government 
would be there for school 
boards that struggle. 

“We’re not going to leave 
any school board behind,” 


he said. 

He also stressed that the 
construction of schools cur¬ 
rently underway is further 
proof that his party is com¬ 
mitted to education. 

Health 

Prentice held the line or even 
allowed for modest increases 
in many departments, but his 
spring budget cut $1 billion 
from health care. 

He said the province’s ex¬ 
penditures have grown far 
too fast. 

“We are spending a lot of 
money on health care. We are 
spending more than anyone 
in the country by a vast mar¬ 
gin,” he said. “It’s not about 
more dollars; it’s about being 
smarter in terms of how we 
spend them.” 

He said he has confidence 
savings can be found. 

“It essentially involves fo¬ 
cusing on managerial expens¬ 
es, particularly in the first 
year,” he said. 

He is insistent that the dol¬ 
lars won’t be found by cut¬ 
ting from emergency rooms. 

“We have to protect front¬ 
line services. That is one of 
the hallmarks of the budget.” 

Post-secondary education 

Prentice said he knows there 
are a lot of good reasons to 


keep post-secondary educa¬ 
tion affordable. 

“We suspect with a softer 
economy there will be many 
people, younger people par¬ 
ticularly, who decided to 
prolong their education,” 
he said. 

Despite that, Prentice of¬ 
fers no firm promises on re¬ 
newing the tuition cap, set 
to expire next year. 

“We want to keep costs af¬ 
fordable, so we will review 
tuition and work with the 
institutions.” 

The government has also 
suggested that schools should 
look at so-called low-value 
programs and consider re¬ 
moving them. Prentice said 
that’s a suggestion, not a 
directive, and he won’t tell 
schools which programs to 
cut. 

“I believe in strong post¬ 
secondary institutions that 
are independently governed,” 
he said. “What that looks like 
at ACAD varies from what 
that looks like at NAIT and 
what it looks like at the Uni¬ 
versity of Calgary.” 

Municipal funding 

Both Calgary Mayor Naheed 
Nenshi and Edmonton Mayor 
Don Iveson have called on 
the government to provide 
more reliable funding for

Prentice said the mayors 
are right about the instabil¬ 
ity. 

“I agree with the mayors 
that part of the problem is 
that (stable funding) hasn’t 
been the case in the past,” 
he said. 

He said his plan to stabil¬ 
ize Alberta’s finances is par¬ 
tially about ensuring cities 
can count on the province 
for the money they need.

Forget the Old Spice commer¬ 
cials — Edmonton Transit is 
bringing in a whole new level 
of “cool” to marketing public 
transit.

But one marketing spe¬ 
cialist says a general rule of 
thumb is to improve the prod¬ 
uct, and it will do most of 
the marketing for you, some¬ 
thing he suggests for Edmon¬ 
ton Transit. 

“The product itself is the 
brand. If the product is really 
good, then it’ll do 90 per cent 
of the marketing work. I think 
they should improve the app, 
improve the service and then 
share that story,” said Ernest 
Barbaric, a digital marketing 
strategist. 

City officials added that 
the campaign is more about 
changing peoples’ perceptions. 

“This talks to that com¬ 
munity but also addresses the 
people who have a false im¬ 
pression what ETS and transit 
might look like. 

“There’s the obvious bene¬ 
fits like cost of parking, not 
having to drive, car mainten¬ 
ance and all those things but 
these are more subtle bene¬ 
fits,” said Laughren.

No standard 
requirements 
for pot-buying 
documents 

Don Briere stands behind the 
counter at Weeds Glass and 
Gifts in downtown Vancou¬ 
ver, surrounded by shelves 
of multicoloured pipes and 
clear boxes overflowing with 
fragrant B.C. bud. 

The affable 63-year-old 
owns 10 stores, making him 
the owner of the city’s largest 
marijuana business chain, 
even though selling pot over 
the counter remains illegal 
in Canada. 

When asked how a custom¬ 
er would buy cannabis, Briere 
says all one needs is photo ID 
and proof of a medical condi¬ 
tion that might be alleviated 
by pot — for example, a pre¬ 
scription for pain medication 
or a bottle of antidepressants. 

While Briere insists a per¬ 
son needs a prescription to 
get marijuana, the same is 


not true at all dispensaries. 
Some will set customers up 
with a naturopath via Slcype 
to make a diagnosis. Others 
insist on a note from a doctor. 
There are concerns that some 
don’t ask for any proof at all. 

The haphazard require¬ 
ments are unlikely to change, 
since the regulations the City 
of Vancouver is proposing 
won’t apply. So the question 
of who can buy pot from the 
stores appears to remain: It 
depends where you go. 

“The city has no jurisdic¬ 
tion on regulating the sell¬ 
ing of products — all we can 
do is regulate land use,” ex¬ 
plains Tobin Postma, a city 
spokesman. 

The city hopes to create a 
new business licence category, 
charge a $30,000 fee, ban pot 
shops from certain areas and 
require them to be 300 metres 
away from schools, commun¬ 
ity centres and each other. 

A staff report says the goal 
is to ensure public safety 
while providing necessary 
access to medical marijuana. 
Council referred the proposal 
to a public hearing, ignoring

Ottawa’s demands that it shut 
down the illegal stores. 

Const. Brian Montague says 
Vancouver police use a prior¬ 
ity-based approach to drugs 
that focuses on violent crimes. 
But cops will crack down on 
dispensaries if there are com¬ 
plaints involving youth or 
suspected links to organized 
crime. 

Last week, police raided 
one of Briere’s stores after 
a 15-year-old was allegedly 
hospitalized after consum¬ 
ing an edible product. Briere, 
who has been jailed twice for 
growing and selling pot, says 
he will fire staff found to have 
sold to youth.

Feds to seek stay of

The federal government is 
planning to seek an emergency 
stay of an Alberta judge’s de¬ 
cision to grant former Guan¬ 
tanamo Bay prisoner Omar 
Khadr bail, The Canadian Press 
has learned.

Byelections set 
for unusual day 


Elections Canada has an¬ 
nounced three federal byelec¬ 
tions to fill vacant seats in the 
House of Commons — but the 
date set is the same for the 
next expected general federal 
election. 

A statement by Elections 
Canada on Sunday afternoon 
said it issued three writs for a 
trio of Oct. 19 byelections to be 
held in the ridings of Ottawa 
West-Nepean, Peterborough 
and Sudbury. 

Former foreign-affairs min¬ 
ister John Baird left Ottawa 
West-Nepean vacant with his 
resignation from Parliament 
in March. 

Peterborough is vacant be¬ 
cause former Conservative MP 
Dean Del Mastro was found 


guilty last fall of violating the 
Canada Elections Act. 

Former New Democrat MP 
Glenn Thibeault resigned his 
Sudbuiy seat in January to join 
the Ontario Liberals. 

Under electoral law, a byelec¬ 
tion must be called within 180 
days of the Chief Electoral Offi¬ 
cer receiving notice of a vacant 
seat in the Commons. 

In the case of Del Mastro’s 
riding, that 180-day deadline 
was coming up on Wednesday. 
Del Mastro’s seat was formally 
vacated on Nov. 7. The deadlines 
for byelection calls in Baird’s 
and Thibeault’s ridings are in 
September and July respectively.

Canadian special-forces trainers 
will likely be advised to stay away 
from the front in northern Iraq 
after major Kurdish operations, 
as it appears battle fatigue among 
peshmerga fighters was the likely 
cause of last month’s friendly 
fire incident, the countiy’s top 
militaiy commander said Sunday. 

Gen. Tom Lawson, the chief 
of defence staff, made the re¬ 
marks following a speech by 
Prime Minister Stephen Harper 
at the fighter base in Kuwait, 


which launches many of the 
U.S.-led coalition’s attacks on 
the Islamic State of Iraq and the 
Levant (ISIL). 

Sgt. Andrew Doiron was 
gunned down accidentally on 
March 6, at night, near an obser¬ 
vation post along the front lines 
west of Erbil, in northern Iraq. 
The Harper government hasn’t 
been briefed on the contents of 
three separate investigations 
into the tragedy, but that will 
happen soon, possibly within a 
month, Lawson said. 

Recommendations will also 
be made to prevent a repeat of 
the shooting, which has been 
described as a case of mistaken 
identity when the elite Canadian 
trainers stopped to check on an 
isolated Kurdish unit.

Boko Haram fighters stoned 
some of their captives to death 
as Nigeria’s militaiy approached 
to rescue the women, surviv¬ 
ors told The Associated Press 
on Sunday. 

Several women died when 
they were mistakenly crushed by 
a Nigerian military armoured car. 

And three were blown up by 
a land mine as they were walk¬ 
ing to freedom. 

These tragic stories come from 
girls and women brought to a 
refugee camp, still finding it hard 
to believe they are safe, some 
after more than a year in the 
hands of Nigeria’s homegrown 
Islamic extremists. 

Lami Musa, 27, and her five- 
day-old baby girl are among 275 
children, girls and women who 
were getting medical care and 
being registered Sunday on their 
first day out of Nigeria’s war 
zone. 

Musa was in the first group to 
be transported by road over three 
days to the safety of Mallcohi refu¬ 
gee camp, a dust-blown deserted 
school set among baobab trees on 
the outskirts of Yola, the capital 
of northeastern Adamawa state. 

Musa had just given birth to 
her yet-to-be-named babe last 
week when the crackle of gunfire 


hinted rescuers might be nearby. 

“Boko Haram came and told 
us they were moving out and 
said that we should run away 
with them. But we said no,” she 
explained from a bed in the camp 
clinic. 

“Then they started stoning us. 
I held my baby to my stomach 
and doubled over to protect her.” 

She and another survivor of 
the stoning, Salamatu Bulama, 
said several girls and women 
were killed but they do not know 
exactly how many. 

The horrors did not end once 
the militaiy arrived. A group of

women were hiding under some 
bushes. They could not be seen by 
the soldiers in an armoured per¬ 


sonnel carrier who drove right 
over them. 

“I think those killed there 
were about 10,” said Bulama. 

Other women died from stray 
bullets, she said, naming three 
she knew. 

At the camp, 21 girls and 
women with bullet wounds and 
fractured limbs were taken to the 
city hospital after they arrived 
Saturday evening. 

The women and children were 
rescued by the militaiy from the 
Sambisa Forest, the last strong¬ 
hold of the Islamic extremists.

Polls predict 
Conservative 
orLabour 
minority 

With just a few days till Brit¬ 
ain’s May 7 election, leaders 
of the country’s main polit¬ 
ical parties used the weekend 
to win over undecided voters 
in what is expected to be the 
most unpredictable election 
in decades. 

Most opinion polls suggest 
that the ruling Conservatives 
and their main opponents, the 
Labour Party, are neck and 
neck, each hovering around 
the 30 to 35 per cent mark. If 
no party wins a majority, some 
form of coalition appears likely. 

In a speech to activists, Cam¬ 
eron said he is the “only op¬ 
tion” to avoid a power-sharing 
deal between Labour and the 
separatist Scottish National 
Party — a “calamity for our 
countiy,” he warned. 

Cameron and other party 
leaders set out their “red lines,” 
or issues they say they wouldn’t 


compromise on should they en¬ 
ter into a governing pact with 
another party. 

The prime minister insisted 


that if his party wins power 
again, he wouldn’t bargain 
away their insistence to hold 
an “in-out” referendum on Brit¬ 


ain’s European Union mem¬ 
bership. Cameron has long

Troops on 
recon mission, 
military 
officials say 

With helicopter gunships hov¬ 
ering overhead, at least 20 troops 
from a Saudi-led Arab coalition 
came ashore Sunday in the south¬ 
ern port city of Aden on what 
militaiy officials called a “recon¬ 
naissance” mission, as fighting 
raged between Iranian-backed 
Shiite rebels and forces loyal to 
the nation’s exiled president. 

It was the first ground land¬ 
ing by coalition forces since the 
start of the Saudi-led air cam¬ 
paign against the rebels and their 
allies — forces loyal to ousted 
President Ali Abdullah Saleh — 
who have captured most of the 
north and marched on southern 
provinces over the past year. 

In Cairo, meanwhile, Egypt— 
a key coalition member named 
as a likely participant in any 


ground offensive in Yemen — 
acknowledged for the first time 
that it has deployed troops in the 
Gulf region and the Red Sea as 
part of the coalition. 

Yemeni militaiy officials said 
the coalition troops would help 
train forces loyal to the coun- 
tiy’s internationally recognized 
leader, President Abed Rabbo 
Mansour Hadi, who has been 
in exile since he fled Aden in 
March. They would also tiy to 
identify an area that could serve 
as a “green zone” from which 
Hadi and his government could 
operate when they return. 

The Western-backed Hadi fled 
to neighbouring Saudi Arabia in 
March, just a few weeks after he 
fled the capital, Sanaa, which was 
captured by the rebels, known 
as Houthis, in September. 

Saudi officials declined to 
comment on Sunday’s landing. 
However, militaiy and security 
officials have repeatedly said 
a ground operation would fol¬ 
low the Saudi-led air campaign 
that began on March 26, after 
the militaiy capabilities of the 


Houthis and their allies had been 
sufficiently weakened. 

Yemeni officials said stream¬ 
lining the militiamen was a key 
step toward establishing a coher¬ 
ent force to which a coalition 
expedition could lend support. 

The coalition troops includ¬ 
ed Yemeni expatriates wearing 
militaiy-style shorts, and landed 
in a central area between Aden’s 
neighbourhood of al-Mansoura 
and the airport, said the Yemeni 
officials and witnesses reached 
by The Associated Press inside 
Aden. 

The officials, who include a 
top army commander based in 
Aden and loyal to Hadi, spoke 
on condition of anonymity as 
they weren’t authorized to brief 
journalists. Residents who wit¬ 
nessed the landing also spoke 
on condition of anonymity for 
fear of reprisals. 

The troops included Yemenis 
who had been serving in the 
armed forces of Gulf Arab mem¬ 
bers of the coalition and were 
likely serving as guides, the of¬ 
ficials Said.

Insurers warn of Airbnb risks

Many policies 
do not cover 
homes rented 
to strangers 

Airbnb may seem like a fast 
route to a quick buck for Can¬ 
adians who own properties in 
popular travel destinations, 
but renting out a home to 
strangers can be perilous. 

A Calgary family learned 
that lesson the hard way last 
weekend, when their home 
was trashed amid a “drug-in¬ 
duced orgy” by hard-partying 
renters and deemed unlikely 
to be habitable for months 
due to biohazard concerns. 
Property damage was assessed 
at around $75,000. 

While the U.S.-based com¬ 
pany is covering the costs, in¬ 
surance companies are urging 
those pondering the Airbnb 
route for this summer, espe¬ 
cially in cities like Toronto 
where an influx of visitors 
is expected for the Pan Am 
Games, to slow down and get 
informed. 

A reality check is particu¬ 


larly important because the 
vast majority of property in¬ 
surance policies don’t bank on 
people handing over the keys 
to their homes to complete 
strangers, Steve Kee of the 
Insurance Bureau of Canada 
said in a telephone interview. 

“You really need to check 
with your insurance repre¬ 
sentative to find out what 
you’re covered for and what 
some of the risks may be,” 
he said. “Each company may 
have slightly different ways 
that they would apply this.” 

The occupants of a home, 
Kee added, have to level with 
their insurance companies 
about their plans. 

There are usually specific 
coverage options for properties 
that are known to be available 
for rent, he said. The policies 
typically protecting a person’s 
primary residence, however, 
are based on a vastly different 
set of assumptions. 

“If you have a home policy, 
you are covered for the fact 
that you are living there, and 
from time to time friends and 
family may come and stay with 
you,” Kee said, adding that 
coverage rules can cease to 
apply the moment the home¬ 


owner vacates the premises 
and leaves it in the hands of 
others. 

Some industry watchers be¬ 
lieve the time is right to start 
drafting guidelines for a busi¬ 
ness model that, despite the 


odd bout of bad press, shows 
no signs of flagging. 

Gabor Forgacs, associate 
professor with Ryerson Uni¬ 
versity’s School of Hospitality 
and Tourism, said companies 
like Airbnb are founded on a 


universally appealing principle 
— the desire to either make 
or save money. 

People renting their prop¬ 
erty stand to turn a tidy profit, 
while consumers taking ad¬ 
vantage of their offers often

The boys behind BRU-V are 
on a mission to save beer, one 
glass at a time. 

You might spot the business 
and design graduates at beer 
festivals in Ontario this sum¬ 
mer, touting amber pint glass¬ 
es and wanting to chat about 
the science behind suds. Their 
company, BRU-V, a Toronto 
startup, is selling UV-protected 
glasses to keep beer from turn¬ 
ing slcunky in the summer sun. 

When beer is exposed to UV 
light, it triggers a photochem¬ 
ical reaction that creates 3MBT 
(3-methylbut-2-ene-l-thiol), a 
molecule that not only smells 


like a skunk’s odour, but also 
changes the taste of beer al¬ 
most instantaneously. 

BRU-V co-founder Alan 
Wood, 27, and his business 
partners, childhood friend Mi¬ 
chael Mavian, 27, and univer¬ 
sity mate Ian Ritchie, 30, found 
what they saw as a hole in the 
market for UV-protected beer 
glasses in the summer of 2011. 

Fast forward four years, and 
their first shipment of glasses 
is on sale in bars and gift shops 
around Toronto. The trio will 
receive their second batch in 
July and plan to sell the glass¬ 
es for $15 a pop at upcoming 


beer festivals, while educating 
drinkers for the patio season. 

BRU-V launched a Kickstart- 
er campaign last June, selling 
2,000 UV-protected beer glasses 
worldwide and raising $36,000. 

When they tried to find a 
manufacturer for their prod¬ 
uct, they claim they were bul¬ 
lied out of the North American 
glassware market with threats 
they would need $80,000 to 
break into the industry. 

After lengthy negotiations 
with a Chinese manufacturer, 
they received their first full 
batch of glasses in February 
of this year, torstar news service

The best way for Albertans 
to wake up Wednesday mor¬ 
ning isn’t to an NDP govern¬ 
ment or a Wildrose govern¬ 
ment. And, despite what five 
multimilhonaires say, it isn’t a 
Progressive Conservative gov¬ 
ernment, either. 

The best outcome is a min¬ 
ority government, any minor¬ 
ity government, elected by a 
large number of Albertans. 
Only a minority govern¬ 
ment could end the crony¬ 
ism, dishonesty and backdoor 
decision-making that have 
plagued the legislature since 
maybe ever. 

Alberta, at 110 years old, is 
the only province in Canada 
to have never known a minor¬ 
ity government. 


We’ve had a few, though 
not many, ruling parties. And 
in the last 400 days we’ve had 
three—maybe four—leaders. 
But all majority government 
gives us is what University of 
Alberta political scientist Jim 
Lightbody calls “enlightened 
dictatorship.” 

“We elect a government, 
that government then gov¬ 
erns. But so long as there’s a 
majority, it wins eveiy vote in 
the legislature,” he explained. 

But a minority? 

“It functions more along 
the ideal of a parliamentary 
democracy,” he said. Parties 
work collaboratively to pass 
budgets. Bills evolve past first 
reading. Board vacancies are 
closely scrutinized. Auditor 
General reports are carefully 
considered. Oppositions do 
more than oppose when they 
have a stake in legislation. 

“Good legislation will pass 
or else they themselves won’t 


be supported in the next elec¬ 
tion,” he said. 


I hope we see the 
end of the blue 
dynasty, and the 
new dynasty is 
multi-coloured. 


Though some polls see a re¬ 
cipe for a New Democrat ma¬ 
jority government, most polls, 
for what they’re worth—and 
certainly the value has been 
“next to nothing” before—are 
predicting an NDP minority. 
Most have let go of the possi¬ 
bility of a Wildrose minority. 
And surely all are penning 
their PC eulogies. 

Either way, said Lightbody, 
a minority “would be d- -n 
good.” 

But, of course, it would 
be better if the vote gets out 


this time. At 54 per cent, the 
2012 election that gave the PC 
party 61 seats—the Albertan 
version of a “tight race”—was 
high turnout for the province. 
But there’s been much higher. 

In the 1971 general elec¬ 
tion, 72 per cent of Albertans 
cast a ballot. In 1935, it was 
an incredible 82 per cent — 
the highest ever. 

What those general elec¬ 
tions had in common is they 
marked the beginnings and 
ends two dynasties, the Al¬ 
berta Social Credit Party and 
the Progressive Conservatives. 
Lightbody sees all the indica¬ 
tors of another “generational 
election” tomorrow. 

I hope he’s right. I hope 
we do see the end of the blue 
dynasty, and that the new 
dynasty is multi-coloured.

Open-concept veterans know 
the pluses of the no-partition 
workplace: more collaboration 
with colleagues, a more level 
playing field with your boss, 
more friendly vibes overall. 

But there are pitfalls to an 
office with no walls. 

With no way to isolate your 
desk from the rest, the non¬ 
stop hubbub can take a hefty 
chunk out of your productiv¬ 
ity. Here’s how to stay on task 
amid the day-to-day chaos. 

Regardless of your field or 
employer, all open-plan work¬ 
spaces share an unavoidable 
trait: They’re noisy. Someone, 
without fail, will have a room¬ 
filling phone voice. Comput¬ 
ers will ping and bleep. And 
the chatter — whether about 
work or what happened last 
weekend — will be more or 
less constant. You can’t stop 
the noise, but you can stop 
yourself from losing focus. 

Headphones are a must. Not 
$7 earbuds — proper noise- 
cancellers that can muffle the 
surrounding clatter. 

If music is too distracting, 
try white noise: There are 
plenty of apps that will help 
you get stuff done to the 
soothing sounds of TV static 
or pouring rain. 

For projects that require 
silence and space, try a brief 
sneak-off to an unoccupied 
meeting room. A little dis¬ 
tance — both from your regu¬ 
lar view and other humans 
— might be a quick way to 
get things tackled. 

Because another common 
open-concept complaint is the 
lack of privacy. 

This one is trickier to re¬

solve. While some workers 
thrive in the presence of 
colleagues, others get claus¬ 
trophobic without an es¬ 
cape from other faces. If you 
count yourself among the 
latter group, make sure to 
clear your head throughout 
the day. Go for a walk or eat 
lunch solo — whatever will 
keep your mood up and your 
mind nimble. 

One of the main goals of 
open-plan spaces is increased 
communication, so don’t hesi¬ 
tate to communicate your own 
needs. 

If loud conversations are

cramping your efficiency, po¬ 
litely ask your colleagues to 
keep it down. If your desk 
mate’s space is a graveyard 


for takeout wrappers, it’s not 
out of line to gently ask him 
to tidy his mess. 

A key danger of open-con¬ 
cept offices is not necessar¬ 
ily the frustration that will 
inevitably percolate, but the 
passive aggression and resent¬ 
ment that can fester if it’s not 
addressed. Speak your mind 
before hating everyone for 
speaking too much. 

And on that note, check 
your own conduct. It’s one 
thing to be irked by your 
neighbours’ excessive noise. 
It’s another to be irked but 
still excessively noisy yourself.

Advice on how to score your dream job 


The weeks before a student’s 
college graduation can be equal 
parts exciting and terrifying as 
college seniors eagerly prepare 
themselves for life in the work¬ 
ing world and their first jobs. 

“What you study is not ne¬ 
cessarily where you’ll end up 
in life,” notes Malena Higuera, 
the senior vice-president of mar¬ 
keting for L’Oreal Paris.

After years of working to de¬ 
crease stigma, it seems we 
may finally be making some 
headway when it comes to 
opening up the discussion 
on mental health. 

“I think there’s been some¬ 
thing of a sea change in Can¬ 
ada and internationally over 
the last few years, in terms 
of the conversations that we 
have around mental health,” 
said Dr. Erin Michalelc, asso¬ 
ciate professor in the depart¬ 
ment of psychiatry at the Uni¬ 
versity of British Columbia. 

While some mental illness¬ 
es, like depression, seem to 
be very much on the pub¬ 
lic agenda, she feels other 
conditions, like bipolarity 
and schizophrenia, are still 
taboo, meaning many could 


be suffering in silence 

“If we live in a society, 
work in a workplace or go to 
school where mental health 
conditions are highly stig¬ 
matized, people experien¬ 
cing that are less likely to 
disclose a diagnosis and one 
of the consequences of that 
is they aren’t able to get the 
support,” Michalelc said. 

Dr. Simon Davidson, a child 
and youth psychiatrist and 
professor at the University of 
Ottawa, agrees with Michalelc 
that Canadians are making 
good progress in destigmatiz- 
ing mental illness, but that 
the fight is far from over. 

“I do think youth in schools 
are more likely to feel com¬ 
fortable talking about men¬ 
tal health,” he said. “On the 
other hand, it just takes one 
bully and all kinds of re-stig- 
matization can happen so we 
still have a long way to go.” 

Perception is just part 
of the problem. Davidson 
said the country is drastic¬ 
ally under-resourced when 
it comes to treating mental 
health, particularly with chil¬ 
dren and youth. 

“When you compare Stats 
Canada data, a little more 


than three times as many 
children and youth in the 15 
to 24 age range die by suicide 
than all forms of cancer com¬ 
bined,” he said. “If you look at 
how quickly newly diagnosed 
cases of cancer get treatment 
and you compare that to how 
long the access times are for 
treatment of mental illness, 
we can only hope that, in the 
future, our kids with mental 
illness get intervention and 
treatment as quickly as those 
kids diagnosed with cancer.” 


CHANGE PERCEPTION 

Addressing 
mental health 
in Canada 

In 2007, the federal govern¬ 
ment created the Mental 
Health Commission of Can¬ 
ada (MHCC), whose mandate 
is to change perceptions of 
mental illness. The MHCC 
employs a number of initia¬ 
tives, including the country’s 
first mental health strategy 
and working to reduce stig¬ 
ma.

When it comes to breaking 
down the barriers of discuss¬ 
ing mental health, few plat¬ 
forms have been as successful 
as social media — hashtags 
like #sicknotwealc, #endthe- 
stigma and #defeatdepression 
help fuel the conversation. 

One of the most successful 
online campaigns, though, 
is Bell Let’s Talk Day, which 
raised more than $6.1 million 
this past January. 

For every tweet that includ¬ 
ed the hashtag #BellLetsTallc 
(as well as phone calls and 
text messages sent), the com¬ 
pany donated five cents to Can¬ 
adian mental health programs. 
More importantly, though, it 
engaged millions to publicly 
discuss mental illness. 

“Social media allows un¬ 
limited reach and contact,” 
said Michael Landsberg, host 
of TSN’s Off The Record and 
spokesperson for Bell Let’s 
Talk. “I have had interactions 
with strangers on the deepest 
level. I have given and taken. I 
believe social media has given 
me the chance to become a 
better person through hav¬ 


ing access to those in need.” 

A few years ago, Lands¬ 
berg started using the hash- 
tag #siclcnotweak in his posts 
on Twitter, a phrase he often 
includes in his public speak¬ 
ing engagements. Online, 
he openly discusses his own 
battle with depression while 


encouraging others to reach 
out for help. 

“I began to realize the enor¬ 
mous power that I have to 
change people’s lives,” he said. 
“But I am not unique — any¬ 
one with the desire to share 
can do what I do. Sharing saves 
lives, it’s that simple.” 
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Rewards of going to camp 


Many families look to the ever-expanding 
assortment of camps to occupy their children 
during the summer.

The City of Calgary’s Michelle Tait agrees, 
saying camps offer teens great volunteer op¬ 
portunities, helping younger campers or earn¬ 
ing a free berth in a camp while helping out. 

“It’s an affordable way to socialize, learn 
skills and get away from the TV,” Tait said. 

Experts weighing in on the benefits of 
summer camps are unanimous about the 
positive effects, such as building a lifelong 
social network that might someday help with 
jobs and a career path, or informal learning 


through play and maturity that comes with 
testing limits. 

Then there is the great outdoors as a cure 
for “nature deficit disorder,” as described by 
author Richard Louv, who stresses the import¬ 
ance of nature in our changing society. 

“Today, kids are aware of the big picture 
global threats to the environment, but their 
physical contact, their intimacy with nature, 
is fading,” he said. “A child today will be hard- 
pressed to describe the last time he or she ex¬ 
plored the woods, or lay in a field and listened 
to the wind and watched the clouds move.”

Special needs children often miss out on the 
summer camp experience many take for 
granted — the memories of swimming in the 
lake, a picnic at the park or going on field trips 
to outdoor festivals.

Tampa Bay struck four times 
on the power play and star cen¬ 
tre Steven Stamkos ended his 
playoff scoring drought as the 
Lightning downed the Montreal 
Canadiens 6-2 in Game 2 of their 
second-round playoff series on 
Sunday night. 

After winning twice at the 
Bell Centre, the Lightning take a 
2-0 lead in the best-of-seven ser¬ 
ies back home to Amalie Arena 
for Game 3 on Wednesday and 
Game 4 on Thursday. 

“We’re doing a lot of good 
things, but we have to find a 
way to finish around the net,” 
said Canadiens defenceman P.K. 
Subban. “We got a lot of chan¬ 
ces. If we finish earlier, or get 
a couple of goals earlier, maybe 
it’s a different stoiy.” 

Nikita Kucherov, with two, 
Valtteri Filppula and Victor Hed- 
man all scored with a man ad¬ 
vantage as Tampa Bay got its first 
power-play goals since Game 2 
of the opening round against 
Detroit. J.T. Brown added an 
even-strength goal late in the 
third period. 

Jeff Petry and Tom Gilbert 
scored for Montreal, which out- 
shot the Bolts 29-24 but went 
0-for-3 on the power play. The 
Habs are now l-for-26 with the 
man advantage in the playoffs. 

The Canadiens scored the 
first goal of a game for only 
the second time in eight post- 


Stephen Curiy had 22 points 
and seven assists, and the Gold¬ 
en State Warriors wore down 
the undermanned Memphis 
Grizzlies in a 101-86 victory in 
Game 1 of the Western Confer¬ 
ence semifinals Sunday. 

Klay Thompson added 18 
points to help the top-seed¬ 
ed Warriors roll to their 21st 
straight victoiy at raucous Or¬ 
acle Arena. They led by nine 
at the half, 20 late in the third 
quarter and never let the Griz¬ 
zlies build any momentum in 


season contests when Petiy took 
a pass from Torrey Mitchell and 
scored on a wrist shot from the 
blue-line at 7:20. It was Petty’s 
first-career playoff point. 

Montreal was in control but 
then let it slip away with un¬ 
disciplined penalties, as Brandon 
Prust got an extra two minutes 
for yapping at a referee and then 
Subban was sent off for cross¬ 
checking.

The cheque was for $100 mil¬ 
lion, a payday so mind-bog¬ 
gling that Floyd Mayweather 
Jr. couldn’t help but show it 
to a few reporters when the 
night was done. 

The cheque will soon be 
cashed, adding to the millions 
Mayweather already has stashed 
in his bank accounts. It was ac¬ 
tually just a down payment for 
his night’s work, which could 
total more than $200 million 
by the time pay-per-view sales 
are tallied up. 

The richest fight ever wasn’t 


the best fight ever, but that 
wasn’t entirely Mayweather’s 
fault. He did what he usually 
does Saturday night in a win 
against Manny Pacquiao that ce¬ 
mented his legacy as the best of 
his generation, even if he didn’t 
win any new fans doing it. 

Still, the fight will be a tough 
act to follow if only because 
of the staggering money it 
brought in. Hard to imagine 
Mayweather fighting for a pal- 
tiy $30 million or $40 million 
after a night he made histoiy 
with the richest single pay¬ 
day any athlete of any sport 
has made. 

He says he’ll fight once more 
in September, then hang up 
the gloves. Mayweather says 
it’s time to enjoy the fruits of 
his labour from a sport that

Rory Mcllroy didn’t need an¬ 
other comeback to win the 
Match Play Championship. 

Three times in the last 
three days, Mcllroy had to 
rally to reach the champion¬ 
ship match Sunday at TPC 
Harding Park. He removed 
any suspense by winning four 
straight holes against Gary 
Woodland. 

Woodland conceded the 
16th hole, and Mcllroy cap¬ 
tured his second World Golf 
Championship with a 4-and- 
2 victory. Three weeks after 
Jordan Spieth won the Mas¬ 


ters and emerged as the 
most likely rival, Mcllroy 
reminded the world of his 
No. 1 ranking. 

It was the first time since 
Tiger Woods in 2008 that the 
No. 1 seed won golf’s most 
unpredictable tournament. 
Woods did it two other times. 

Mcllroy was 2 down with 
two holes to play and risked 
being eliminated Friday 
when he rallied against Billy 
Horschel to win in 20 holes. 
In a quarterfinal match that 
spilled into Sunday morning, 
he was 1 down to Paul Casey 


on the 17th hole and wound 
up beating him in 22 holes. 

His strongest play was in 
the semifinals against Jim 
Furylc, who put enormous 
pressure on Mcllroy over 
the closing holes by hitting 
four straight approach shots 
close. Mcllroy delivered a 
birdie-birdie-eagle finish to 
win. Woodland faced an early 
deficit to Danny Willett of 
England in the semifinals 
until he turned it around 
for a 3-and-2 victory. 

Mcllroy won for the second 
time this year and the 16th 


time worldwide. It was his 
10th PGA Tour victory, join¬ 
ing Woods (24) and Jack Niclc- 
laus (12) as the only players 
with at least 10 victories at 
age 25 or younger. 

Mcllroy turns 26 on Mon¬ 
day. The Match Play Cham¬ 
pionship featured a new for¬ 
mat this year to keep more 
top players in the field for at 
least three days. Mcllroy was 
3-0 in the round-robin for¬ 
mat, and wound up winning 
all seven matches to pick up 
the $1.57 million prize.
